The foregoing figures show how the problem of loss and damage to freight has 
got out of hand. The Illinois Central System, in common with other railroads, is mak- 
ing a determined effort to reduce thigdrain upon its revenues. In this we need the

all shippers and receivers of freight co-operate with us to make this movement a success. 


During May, 1921, 68 per cent of the amount paid out for loss and damage to freight 
on the Illinois Central System was on carload shipments. We request carload shippers to 
insist upon being provided with cars suitable for the particular kind of freight they de- 
sire to ship and to see that shipments aré properly braced and stowed in cars to pre 
vent damage by shifting. 


We request shippers of less-than-carload freight to comply with the rules and spec- 
ffications of the Consolidated Classification Committee appointed by the Interstate Com- 
merece Commission by selecting substantial containers in which to pack their goods for 
shipment, so that packages may not be crushed and contents damaged when loaded into 
cars with other freicht. We request them to mark their packages plainly as to name of 
consignee and destination, removing all old marks that may appear on packages, and to 
furnish legible billing orders, so that billing may indicate clearly the name of consignee and 
destination. We also reqnest them to deliver their goods at freight depots early in the 
day to avoid hurried loading and billing. ; 


The president of a large wholesale house on the lines of the Itinois Central System 
was told by one of our acents that many packages were being sent back to his honse on 
account of improper packing and addressing. He expressed great surprise and imme- 
diately called in his shipping clerk to ask him, in the presence of our agent, how manv 
packages were being returned from the Illinois Central System daily. The shipping clerk 
replied ‘‘T cannot tell you exactly, but a good’ manv.’”’ As a result of this interview, the 
necessary Corrective measures were immediately applied 


We request receivers of freight to observe the character of containers used by ship- 
pers and the manner in which goods are packed. crated and marked, particularly when 
goods are not received in good order, and to make those facts known to the shippers, ap- 
pealing to them to use good containers on the ground that defective goods and delaved 
We also request receivers of freight to 
notify our representatives promptly of any concealed loss or damage to their shipments. 
in order that immediate investication mav be made. Some receivers of freicht neglect to 
do this for days, and even weeks. after shipments have been received. rendering it diffi- 
enlt for the proper inspection and investigation to be made. This militates against good 
service. 

Our purpose in presenting this problem to our natrons is to enable us to render a 
better service, by eliminating delay in the delivery of freight in good eondition. and to 
assist in reducing the cost of transportation. By no means do we claim that all of the 
trouble is due to lack of care on the part of shinners and consignees. We are doing everv- 
thine within our power to correct abuses for which we are responsible. We are putting 
forth our best efforts to render a service of satisfaction. By working closely. with ship- 
ners and receivers of freight. we believe it possible to bring the troublesome question of 
loss and damage tnder control, to the great advantage of shippers and receivers of freight.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 1.—At- 
tempted organization of the farmer 
dirt road members of the House of 
Representatives to pass a mud-road 
bill and to defeat any hard-surfaced 
road legislation, inquiry among them 
today developed, has not progressed 
too far to be interrupted if Gov. 
Hyde would immediately exert his 
long-delayed influence in behalf of 
the proposed legislation for a State 
system of connected hard-surfaced 
roads. 

There has not yet appeared from 
the Governor's office any evidence 
of interest in road legislation, nor 
any indication that the Governor in- 
tends to abandon his policy of si- 
lence in regard to roads, but upon a 
study of conditions in the House the 
hard roads members have reached 
the conclusion that if the Governor 
can be induced to join in the good 
roads movement, the situation is not 
hopeless. 

Such work of organization as has 
been carried oh by the mud roads 
representatives hag made little prog- 
ress, though there is little question 
that much more than a majority of 
the House members are opposed to 
the Ralph hard roads bills or to any 
bills which consider the road prob- 
lem from a State and not from a 
local county standpoint. 

No Report From Committee. 

Their failure to organize is due 
almost entirely to the fact that near- 
ly every member has a different 
opinion as to the method of divid- 
ing the funds among the counties 
and as to the details of the meas- 
ures. This, the hard roads advo- 
cates believe, will change as soon as 
a bill is reported from the House 
Roads Committee. Then there will 
be a definite proposition before the 
members, one on which they can 
take sides for or against. It appears 
to be the general opinion that there 
will be no definite organization of the 
dirt road forces until a bill is re- 
ported, but that an organization will 


be quickly perfected when a bill is' 


reported. 

If the Governor will exert his in- 
fluence now while the members are 
casting about for some common 
ground on which they can get to- 
gether, there is a possibility that he 
can save the day. There are 104 Re- 
publican members of the House ahd 
only 38 Democrats. Some of the 
Democrats will vote for hard-sur- 
faced roads, making it necessary or 
the Governor to get only a minority 
of the Republicans. 

On such other matters of legis’a- 
tion as the administration has taken 
a hand in, it has had little difficulty 
in controlling virtually the entire Re- 
publican representation.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Sharply 
conflicting views as to the tax bur- 
den to be imposed on the American 
people by the administration's tariff 
bill have been expressed by Repub- 
lican and Democratic leaders of the 
House. 

Counting the free list, the average 


duty rate is estimated by Chairman 
Fordney of the Ways and Means 
Committee at between 18 and 20 
per cent, compared with the 13.55 
Payne-Aldrich average and the 6 por 
cent under the present Underwood 
measure. Fordney insists, however, 
that the average, after an accurate 
estimate, will range lower than 
Payne-Aldrich schedules. 

Taking issue with the chairman, 
Representative Garer, Texas, rank- 
ing Democrat on the committee, de- 
clares that the rates, considering the 
American valuation provisions, are 
higher than those in any tariff bill 
passed by Congress since the Civil 
War. 

Quoting statements of Republicans 
that the bill, if passed as written, 
will bring in about $700,000,000 an- 
nually, Garner charges this means an 
additional cost of at least $2,000,000,- 
000 and ‘“‘that the larger portion of 
this burden would fall upon the ac- 
tual necessities of life.” 


Debate Expected. 

Fordney announced that he would 
issue a statement showing in detall 
some of the essential provisions of 
the bill and clearing up many poinis 
of difference, but a rush of work, he 
later said, made it impossible. 

The upshot of all tariff talk has 
verified predictions made before the 
bill was introduced Wednesday that 
the question whether the new rates, 
taken as a whole, are higher or low- 
er than the Payne-Aldrich duties 
will be the subject of almost endless 
controversy and discussion. 


In the absence of the expected 
statement from Chairman Fordney, 
members generally find the 346-page 
bill almost bewildering.
